| Ina late article re the goiden west, pub- 
| lished lately in your paper, will you allow 
| me to correct some of the statements, and 
give you what Il have seen. I have made 
| the trip to Juneau in nine days ; from Jun- 
eau to Lynn channel one day more; across 
the range twenty six miles, two days, and 
if you have your boats made you can go 
down to forty mile creek in twelve to six- 
| teen or make the whole trip in, say thirty 
instead of one hundred days. The only 
| difficult part of the travel is crossing the 
range of mountains. 

As for provisions, they were scarce ten 
years ago, but to-day there are nine boats 
plying on the Yukon, making three to four 
trips each. Provisions are cheap there now, 
compared with prices paid in other mining 
camps. 

As for gold being there, itis there in 
immense quantities, and it will be ten 
years before any impression is made on its 
riches. The auriferous ground extends 
over an area of thousands of miles, and the 
ground being frozen, it will take a long 
time to work it out. I would not advise 
anv one to go there, unless they are pre- 
pared to rough it, and I quite agree with 
what you published in regard to a man 
having sound judgment, wind and limb and 
plenty of energy, industry, money and 
friends being the one to go there. No 
doubt, possessing all these attributes he 
can make a fortune anywhere, but if he 
| only possesses the first three or four, then 
let him go there. I have now in the Yukon 
a friend who made a few thousand in ’87 
| aud *88 and to-day is worth at least two 
; hundred thousand.

Re dredge: The endless chain with 
bucket or elevator type of dredge can- 
not be used with advantage on ac- 
count of boulders frequently met with. 
‘\ single sedop dredge—being a scoop 
on the-end of a spar—lifting say one 
yard of dirt, would be preferable. 
This scoop can be guided by hand so 
as to avoid boulders and consequently 
breakage. This could with advantage 
be placed on 2 flat bottemed stern 
whee] steamboat small enough to 
work in any part of the river. The 
steam power could be utilized both 
for propelling the boat and working 
the dredge. There is any amount of 
coal and wood for fuel. 

Mr. George Wilkins says that 
starting from about 35 miles above 
the Jasper House there is a bed oof 
cold bearing quartz that runs for 
several miles up the Miette river. 
This quartz has been assayed and 
shewn to carry about $8 te the ton. 

This bed of quartz is practically in- 
exhaustiable. The bed rock of the 
country there is granite. Further 
inte the Cariboo district at Tete 
Jaune Cache two or three mica mines 
have already been discovered, and 
one is now being worked by J. T. 
Smith, of Kamloops, who took out 
1,500 pounds of muscovite last year, 
some of which was 12x30 inches. 
Last year a very fine specimen of the 
riental topaz was discovered on one 
of the creeks running into the Fraser 
river, and beryl has been discovered

GOVERNMENT REPORTS. 


Part E of the annual report of the 

logical survey of Canada, pages 
and 152, contains the following 
by Mr. J. B. Tyrrel, B. A., F. G.S. 

Gold, in the form of fine particles, 
is found in the beds of all the prin- 
cipal streams throughout this area 
(Northern Alberta), ut especially in 
the North Saskatchewan, where, after 


the high water of the early part of the | 


summer has subsided it is washed out 
to a considerable extent. The years 
which the water is highest are 
thosé in which the miners have made 
the best wages, the reason being 
simply that.in those years the largest 
amount of clay and sand, either from 
the boulder clay or the Edmonton 
series, is washed: down from the banks 
into the stream and broken up and 
separated by the water, the clay being 
carried furthest east to settle in the 
quieter parts of the river, while the 
gold is deposited -with the sand-and 
aliuvial gravel on bars. that cross 
the bottom of the channel, and which 
are usually left uncovered in low 
water. It is a common error to sup- 
pose that, as gold is very heavy, the 
most of it will settle in the deepest 
parts of the bed of the stream, and 
that only a small portion will remain 
higher up on the bars. This would 
doubtless be the case if the nuggets 
were of considerable size, but in the 
present instance the parti¢les are 
exceedingly minute, with very irre- 
gular surfaces, and easily held sus- 
pended in water for a very long time. 
It will, tlierefore, be only in the 
eddies and quieter parts of the stream, 
the very places where sand and gravel 
bars are being formed, that these 
particles of gold will settle to the 
bottom. In low water, the river is 
confined almost entirely between 
banks of alluvial deposits which are 
not being washed away to any great 
extent, so that there is very little gold 
then carried out into the stream, but 
what is carried out into it, on account 
of the quieter state of thé water, sinks 
to the deepest parts of the channel ; 
however, the amount moved at this 
time must be small in comparison 
with that carried down in high water, 
almost all of which is deposited on 
the bars. 
CHAPTER II. 
GOLD MINING FROM 1896 To 1897. 
Whilst it had been the opinion cf 
many that the primitive appliances of 
the pick, shovel and grizzly miner 
failed to save most of the gold, the 
great loss going on was not brought 
to public notice until recently when it 
was reported that by tests made of 
samples sent to Omaha it had been 
discovered that the loss was in the 
neighborhood of ninety per cent., and 
that an astonishingly large value of 
gold and platinum resided in the 
black sand. 


In order te verify these reports and 
establish an unquestionable authorivy 
onthe valueof the ore I have had assxys 
made by Mr. W. Pellew-Harvey, F. 
C. 8., Vancouver, one of the leading 
inining experts on the continent. 

The first samples sent to Mr. 
Harvey were taken from a fiat under- 
ueath which miners have been drift- 
ing during the winter for many years, 
and which is probably a fair average 

ample of the bottom Jands of the 
valley. The section of this ground is

savabie by the usual loeal process of 
amalgamation with quicksilver, had 
been extracted from it, yielded by 
assay the phenomenal vahie of $268,50 
per ton in gold and platinum (11 
ounces 2 dwt. gold @ $30 per ounce ; 
and 3 ounces 2 dwt. platinum @ $15 
per ounce). The miner working pay- 
streak aumber three was making $1.50 
per day when handling an amount of 
sand and gravel estimated at six tons 

That is to say, out of a possible $15 
he was only saving one-tenth, which 
agrees with the results obtained in 
Omaha pretty nearly. 


As the result of personal experi- 
ment I had observed that much of 
the gold and black sand is in so 
minute a state as to be held in sus- 
pension in water for a long time after 
agitation and to actually float on the 
surface. From this it appeared that 
water dashed or sluiced .on the auri- 
ferous gravel in the manner custom- 
ary in grizzley and every kind of 
dredge mining hitherto in use here, 
must carry off the suspended and 
floating gold and fine “black sand” 
leaving only,the very heaviest particles 
and thoso at the very bottom of the 
stream of water a chance of being 
caught on either blanket or amalgam 
plate; all of which pointed to the like- 
lihood that the cyanide or some other 
chemical or dry process must be 
adopted to extract the full value from 
the ore. A test was accordingly 
made of the cyanide process by Mr. 
Harvey, on gravel from pay streak 
number three, which as quoted above 
assayed $2.50 per ton in gold. The 
tests were made on the material after 
it “had been passed through a coarse 
seive to get rid of the large stones. 
The portion which passed through the 
selve gave an assay of a little over 
$4 to the ton. The results in Mr. 
Harvey’s own words were as follows: 

““Cynide consumption. The cyanide 
“consumed by this material was 2lbs. 
“per ton of ore, but it would be con- 
‘siderably less on a large scale.

practically complete. 

“From the above tests it is evident 
“that practically the whole of the 
“gold in this black sand may be ex- 
“tracted by cyanide. I should esti- 
“mate the cost of such treatment 
“would not exceed $1.25 per ton of

Through the kindness | 
of Mr. T. A. Stephen, of Rossland, 
who wished a complete analysis, I am 
enabled to quote an assay of black 
sand obtained by him from Messrs. 
Clarke & Ordway, of Rossland. The 
sample was taken by Mr. Stephen 
from tailings of a grizzley working on 
the same flat off which my first sample 
sent Mr. Harvey was obtained. This 
assay showed a value of $325 per ton | 
in gold, silver, platinum and iridium, 
with traces of rarer metals. 

An assay which has been procured | 
from Mr. Thomas Heys, of the On- 
tario school of chemistry and phar- 
macy, by Mr. W. 8. Edmiston, of 
Edmonton, who has kindly given it 
me, confirms the previous assays in 
showing that the ordinary pay gravel 
eontains a value of $2.40 per ton in} 
gold alone. A 74° concentrate of this | 
gravel gave « value of $24.10 per ton. 
Regarding this Mr. Heys says: “In 
“my opinion the results obtained are |

Our creamery is nearly finished. The 
government inspector tells me it is the 
finest building along the line. Good, 
and plenty of soft water found at 120 


| feet depth. 


Mr. McCallum has gone to the Bat- 
tleford ranch to purchase cows. 


The Sunday school is now held in 
the Episcopal church. 

We are indebted to Mrs Sherwood, 
Mrs Deitrich, Mrs. Curtis, Mrs Young 
and Mrs Chandler for five new immi- 
grants, whose language is, however, only 
partially understood at present. 

Signs of improvement in social life 
are apparent, and local authorities are 
cleaning the town, and removing its 
open hay mounds, a source of great 
danger hitherto. Our new Mounted 
Policeman, Mr. Keays, seems to act 
with great vigor and impartiality. 

It is a singular fact that so many of 
our people send to Toronte for their
